ROOSEVELT OPPOSES NORRIS 
ON WORLD COURT PROPOSAL 


President Regards Idea of Having 
Senate Vote on Propositions as 
Limitation on His Power. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Opposi- 
tion to the proposal of Senator Nor- 


ris (Rep.), Nebraska, that a two- 
thirds Senate vote be required on 
any proposition affecting this coun- 
try to be submitted to the World 
Court was expressed today by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

At his press conference, the Presi- 
dent said he regarded the proposal 
as a limitation of the constitutional] 
prerogatives of the President. 

He said the Constitution placed 
the conduct of foreign affairs en- 
tirely in the hands of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, with two limitations. One 
requires that when a foreign set- 
tlement is entered into involving 
apprpriation of money it must be 
passed upon by both branches of 
Congress. The other requires two- 
thirds approval by the Senate of 
any treaty entered into with anoth- 
er country. 


1600 CLASSIFICATIONS IN FERA 
JOB LIST FOR WORKS PROGRAM 


Textile Industry Leads in Number 
of Kinds With 72; Unskilled 
Labor Has 61. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — The 
Federal Emergency Relief Admin- 
istration, it was learned today, is 
conducting an exhaustive survey of 
the 19,500,000 persons now getting 
help, so that potential wage-earn- 
ers among them may be transferred 
to jobs under the new $4,000.000,000 
work relief program. 

Some 1600 classifications—not in- 
cluding butlers—are listed as occu- 
pations which might be of value in 
a Federal program. How detailed 
is the listing is shown by the classi- 
fication of writers. There are au- 
thors, editors, journalists, regorters, 
advertising men (five kinds) and 
special writers. 

Unskilled labor is divided int® 61 
kinds, not counting day laborers of 
14 sorts. The most minute classi- 
fication is in the textile industry, 
with 72 kinds. 


‘DEFROSTING’ DEVICE THAWS 
FROZEN HANDS AND FEET 


Amputation Apparently Avoided by 
Experiment of Regina 
(Sask.) Doctor. 

By the Associated Press. 

REGINA, Sask., Jan. 23.—“De- 
frosting” apparatus, made by a doc- 
tor and a tinsmith, appear to have 
saved the hands and feet of Waiter 
Rodney, 40 years old, from ampu- 
tation. 

Rodney was found nearly frozen 
to death last Friday. Dr. R. C. Ri- 
ley, laboratory chief at Regina 
General Hospital, called in a tin- 
smith and with permission of hos- 
pital authorities and the patient’s 
physician, tried his experiment. 

Riley's apparatus was arranged 
to inclose the frozen members in 
an air-tight compartment. The air 
was withdrawn, creating a vacuum. 
Heat was applied and the vacuum 
slowly drew out the frost. 


CANDY FOR  CAT-HATERS 


Mrs. Coolidge, Queen Marie Share 
Under Chicagoan’s Will. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.— Rockwell 
Sayre, who ‘disliked cats, provided 
in his will for the distribution of 
candy to 150 prominent persons and 
organizations, including Mrs. Calvin 
Coolidge and Queen Marie of Ru- 
mania. All the beneficiaries were 
credited in the will with killing 
cats, disliking them or not favoring 
them. 

Mrs. Coolidge will get her candy, 
the will stated, for killing the White 
House cat “to save song birds.” 
Sayre’s $10,000 estate was closed in 
Probate Court when officers of a 
candy company reported that the 
150 boxes had been shipped as di- 
rected. Sayre, a real estate man,

JURY PANEL FILED 
T0 TRY MDONALD 
IN KELLEY CASE 


Thirty Chosen Out of 70, 
With 12 to Be Challenged 
by the Defense and 6 by 
Prosecution. 


TESTIMONY WILL 
BEGIN TOMORROW 


Adolph Fiedler, State’s 
Witness, Arrives at Clay- 


ton, Places Self Under 
Sheriff’s Protection. 


The preliminary panei of 30 
veniremen was completed at Clay- 
ton this afternoon for the rtial of 
Felix McDonald, a eonvict charged 
with kidnaping Dr. Isaac D. Kelley 
for ransom on April 20, 1931. 

From the jist of 30 names the 
State will strike six, and the de- 
fensse 12, leaving the jury which 


will hear the evidence. 

Announcement of the personnel 
of the jury will be made at the 
opening of Judge Nolte’g court to- 
morrow morning, after which the 
State will outline its case and the 
taking of testimony will be begun. 

A total of 70 veniremen had been 
examined before the panel of 30 
was completed. The State rejected 
all who professed scruples against 
capital punishment. 

Fiedler to Testify Again. 

Adolph Fiedler, former Maple- 
wood Justice of the Peace, ar- 
rived at the Clayton Courthouse 
this morning and placed himself 
under protective custody of Sheriff 
Deuser. It was his version of the 
abduction, published last February 
in the Post-Dispatch, which led to 
the kidnaping indictment. He will 
be the State’s first witness in Mc- 
Donald’s trial. His whereabouts 
since the trial of Angelo Rosegrant 
has been kept secret, for his pro- 
tection, and an effort will be made 
to keep his whereabouts secret dur- 
ing the McDonald trial. 

Questioning of veniremen by As- 
sociate Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe 
indicated that the State would de 
mand the death penalty for Mc- 
Donald, who is now serving a 10- 
year term in the penitentiary at 
Jefferson City for robbery in con- 
nection with the attempted kidnap- 
ing of Oscar Johnson, wealthy pres- 
ident of the Symphony Society, less 
than four months after the Kelley 
abduction. 

State’s Case Against McDonald. 


The State’s case against McDon- 
ald, who has exercised his statutory 
right to a separate trial, will be 
much the same as the evidence on 
which Rosegrant, first defendant 
in the case to face a jury, was 
convicted last Oct. 4 and sentenced 
to 20 years in the penitentiary. 

In testimony at the Rosegrant 
trial, Dr. Kelley identified McDon- 
ald as the armed man who got into 
his automobile in Davis place and 
took him into an eight-day captiv- 
ity. He also testified McDonald 
threatened him with grave bodily 
harm while he was in the hands of 
the kidnapers. 

Selection of Jury Resumed. 


The first two veniremen ques- 
tioned this morning were J. H. 
Amelong, of Nuroad, a contractor, 
and Frank S. Parker, 3 Hurstgreen 
road, Webster Groves, chief clerk 
for the Federal Reserve Bank. 
Both were rejected by the State 
because of scruples against imposi- 
tion of the death penalty. 

The next venireman, the forty- 
seventh. to be examined, became 
the twenty-third member of the 
preliminary panel, He is Roy P. 
Hart, 719 Tuxedo boulevard, Web- 
ster Groves, a civil engineer for the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, and the 
father of four children. 

Samuel McDaniel, a laborer of 
Glencoe, was accepted, although he 
said he did not “believe in the death 
penalty.” An attempted challenge 
by the State was overruled on the 
contention of defense counsel that 
the question at issue was not wheth- 
er he believed in the death penal- 
ty, but whether he would impose it 
if justified by the law and evidence. 

McDaniel said he did not read 
newspapers and never had heard 
of the Kelley case until a few days 
ago. He was the second venireman 
to whom the case had become news 
this week for the first time. 

Two Rejected by State. 

The two veniremen who followed 
McDaniel were rejected because of 
scruples against capital punishment. 
They were Herman A. Poertner, & 
farmer, residing on Wild Horse 
Creek road, and William F. Hop- 
kins, 334 Summit avenue, manager 
of a North Side paint store. 

John Schmidtberger Jr., Chester- 
field, a farm laborer, and Frank 
Foelker, 1107 Regina street, Luxem- 
burg, carpenter and builder, were 
accepted. 

Fred Pilgrim of Robertson, a 
truck driver, and Chester Pipkin,

FARIS PROMOTION 
DRAWS CRITICISM 
IN THE SENATE 


Couzens ‘Understands’ It 
Was Made Because Judge 
*Mishandled’ Railroad Re- 
ceiverships. 


BARKLEY CHALLENGES 
HIS STATEMENT 


Unnamed Objector to Jur- 
ist’s Decisions Has Been 
Invited to Appear Before 
Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Heated 
words were exchanged between 
Senators Couzens (Rep.), Michigan 
and Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, to- 
day over a remark the former 
made about the nomination of Fed- 
eral District Judge Charles B. Faris 
of Missouri to the Circuit bench. 

Couzens told the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee he understood Judge 
Faris was being promoted “because 
of his mishandling” of the Missouri 
Pacific and Frisco railroad re- 
ceiverships.” 


“You don’t mean to assert,” 
Barkley interjected, “that he is be- 
ing promoted by President Roose: 
velt because of mishandling re- 
ceiverships?” 

“I don’t have to have any casti- 
gation from the Senator from Ken- 
tucky,” Couzens retorted. 

Barkley, sitting directly across 
the committee table, replied that 
he would challenge Couzens when- 
ever he felt it necessary. — 

The nomination of Judge Faris 
to the Eighth Circuit Bench was 
approved early this week by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

The interchange between Couzens 
and Barkley came during a hearing 
on the bill to extend the life and 
power of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. Couzens was 
questioning Commissioner Ma- 
haffie, of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, about extending the 
RFC powers to aid railroads. 

He said he understood there were 
charges of bad financing and dis- 
honesty in the administration of 
the two roads, now in receivership. 
Mahaffie said he could not give the 
committee detailed information on 
the charges. 

Couzens said he felt the I. C. C. 
should have power to remove rail- 
road officials for mismanagement. 
“I can go along with you on that,” 
Mahaffie said. 

Protests against decisions by 
Judge Faris in railroad receivership 
cases have delayed submission of 
the Judiciary Committee’s recom- 
mendation to the Senate. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
announced he had withheld report- 
ing the committee’s action until he 
could investigate the complaints, 

Declining to disclose the name 
of the complainant, who he said 
was considered an authority on rail- 
road receivership matters, Burke 
disclosed he-had invited the ob- 
jector to come here and present 
his case. 

The Nebraskan said several Sen- 
ators, including Senators Costigan 
(Dem.), Colorado, and Couzens 
had received the protests. He said 
he did not know how serious the 
objections might be but that they 
apparently were based on alleged 
dilatory actions in receivership 
cases. 


The bankruptcies of the Frisco 
and Missouri Pacific railroads are 
pending before Judge Faris. Both 
railroads were in receivership be- 
fore they filed debtor’s petitions 
for reorganization under’ the 
amended bankruptcy law. 


SENEGALESE SERVANT STABS 
EMPLOYER AND KILLS WIFE 


Then Fights off Police in French 
Town With Primitive Weapons 
From Wall Panel. 

By the Associated Press. 

CAHORS, France, Jan. 23.—A 
young Senegalese, captured after 
fighting off police with poisoned ar- 
rows and primitive spears, was held 
here last night, charged with stab- 


bing a woman to death and seri- 
ously wounding her husband. 

The Senegalese, whose name _ is 
Deba, was the servant of a retired 
Colonial official. Apparently embit- 
tered because he had been reject- 
ed for enlistment in a French Sen- 
egalese regiment, he turned on his 
employer and the latter’s wife. 

When the police tried to arrest 
him, he barricaded himself in the 
house and attempted to repulse the 
officers by hurling primitive wea- 
pons he had snatched from a deco- 
rative wall panel. He disregarded 
modern firearms which were within 
his grasp. One townsman was 
wounded in the arm by an arrow, 
but the poison on its tip had be- 
come ineffective from age.

10 DEATH ON TRAIN 


Casualties in Texas Shipment 
of 3478 Yearlings in 
Open Stock Cars, 


Inspection of a shipment of 3478 
yearling lambs in 22 open livestock 


ears, following its arrival from 
Texas yesterday at the Mississippi 
Valley Stockyards Co., 4070 North 
First street, disclosed that 1412 of 
the animals were frozen to death in 
their sand bedding. 

At the offices of the stockyards 
company it was said that the lambs 
left Del Rio, Tex., at 2 p. m. last 
Friday on a branch line of the 
Southern Pacific, were fed and wa- 
tered at Denison, Tex., Sunday aft- 
ernoon and arrived here at 1:15 a. 
m, yesterday on the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas Lines. 

The dead animals were chopped 
out of the bedding and others 
seriously affected by the cold were 
warmed at fires in the stockyards. 
The shipment was received here 
within the 36-hour feeding and wa- 
tering period prescribed by law. 

The dead lambs were valued at 
about $4000. William Calhoun of 
Franklin, Ill., to whom the _ ship- 
ment was billed, refused to accept 
any of the lambs. 


RUBBERS PROVIDED TO KEEP 
HAUPTMANN JURY'S FEET DRY 


Justice Trenchard Orders Overshoes 
After Walking Through Slush 
of Flemington Street.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 23.— 
Justice Thomas W. Trenchard has 
had the Hauptmann jurors protect- 
ed against wet feet.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATOR 
CONVICTED OF CWA FORGERY 


Senator W. F. Madden Faces Maxi- 
mum Term of 10 Years; Three 
Others Also Accused.

BOSTON, Jan. 23.—State Senator 
William F. Madden faced a maxi- 
mum penitentiary sentence of 10 
years and a $1000 fine today follow- 
ing conviction yesterday of forging 
work cards of the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration and of passing to his 
constituents cards forged by oth- 
ers. 

Sentence was deferred until Tues- 
day. Madden’s counsel announced 
he would appeal. 

The Government prepared to pro- 
ceed with the trial of another State 
Senator, Edward C. Carroll, and 
two State Representatives, James 
W. Hennigan and James J. Kilroy, 
all of Boston, on similar charges 
of forgery. 


SENATE COMMITTEE VOTES 
TO EXTEND LIFE OF RFC 


Taking “Adequate Security” Pro- 
vision Out of Law on Loans to 
Industry Advocated. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—A two- 
year extension of the life of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion was approved today by the 
Senate Banking Committee. 

In favorably reporting legislation, 
it made changes in the présent law 
to limit the amount the RFC could 
put into mortgage lending institu- 
tions to $100,000,000, instead of leav- 
ing the amount unlimited, and to 
extend the amount for aiding insur- 
ance companies from $60,000,000 to 
$75,000,000. 

Meanwhile liberalization of the 
corporation’s loans-to-industry pro- 
gram was recommended to the 
House Banking Committee by Stan- 
ley Reed, RFC counsel. 

Retaining the present $300,000,000 
limit on industrial loans, Reed sug- 
gested that instead of “adequate se- 
curity” the law be changed so that 
advances would “be go secured as 
to reasonably assure repayment.” 


SKATING IN ALL CITY PARKS,

STORY OF RESGUE 
IN NORTH PACIFIC 


Survivors of Hokuman Maru, 
Landed at Seattle, Tell of 
Their Experience. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 23.—For- 
ty-five seamen and officers of the 
Japanese freighter Hokuman Maru 
have been brought here by their 
rescue ship, the liner President 
Jackson. The men were rescued 
Monday afternoon in a storm 150 
miles off Vancouver Island. 

The survivors told how their cap- 
tain, Kahei Iwata, climbed to the 
bridge of his sinking vessel to 
sound one long farewell blast on 
the whistle before leaping into the 
water to be picked up by the Jack- 
son’s No. 18 whaleboat. The Hoku- 
man Maru probably sank within 
half an hour, Capt. Michael Jensen 
of the Jackson said. 

Chief Officer Leonard Bridge and 
Second Officer E. D. Geddes of the 
President Jackson were given cred- 
it by Capt. Jensen for the rescue. 
The two directed the whaleboats 
which edged up to the Hokuman 
Maru and pulled the Japanese from 
the water as they leaped into the 
sea. 

The Hokuman Maru, heavily load- 
ed with wheat, lumber and scrap 
iron, ¢racked a plate in the No. 5 
hold early Sunday morning. The 
hold began to fill at once and the 
pumps proved inadequate. The first 
SOS call was sent out at 3:45 a. m. 
Monday. The Jackson, moving un- 
der forced draft, arrived at the 
scene at 1:10 p. m. 

Swinging in a wide circle about 
the sinking freighter, Jackson re- 
leased 10 barrels of oil before the 
two whaleboats,manned by 14 men 
apiece, were put overboard. It took 
an hour for the two boats to reach 
the Hokuman Maru, although they 
were only 500 feet apart at times. 

Capt. Iwata, with his logbook 
and chronometer, was the last man 
off. Pulled into the lifeboat, ac- 
cording to his English-speaking 
first mate, Kinkichi Arao, he looked 
toward the half-submerged vessel 
and said, “Good-by, my ship,” while 
members of the crew took off their 
hats. 

At the dock here he told his men: 
“You have been a good crew. Ev- 
eryone has worked hard, but in 
vain. We say good-by to our ship 
but through no fault of our own. 
We must pay many thanks to our 
rescuers.”

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 23.~— 
Arthur J. Koehler, Government for- 
ester and wood expert, testified to- 
day that an upright piece in the 
ladder used in the Lindbergh kid- 
naping and a section taken from 
the attic of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann were at one time one piece. 

Koehler also said the ladder rall 
was planed with the plane from 
Hauptmann’s tool chest. 

The expert used the plane in a 
demonstration, and the jury 
watched shavings fall to the floor. 

Late in the day the chisel found 

n the Lindbergh estate was 
brought into evidence in an effort 
to show it was the one missing 
from the set in Hauptmann’s tool 
chest, which was opened in front of 
the jury. 

In demonstrating the plane, 
Koehler improvised a work table 
on the Judge’s bench. 

“At One Time One Piece.” 

The expert took the two pieces of 
wood, on display in the trial of 
Hauptmann for the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby, held them together 
to make one continuous section, 
and asserted: 

“As a result of very careful study 
I have come to the conclusion that 
these two pieces at one time were 
one piece, and they were cut in 
half.” 

Koehler followed a string of wit- 
nesses who gave connecting test 
mony about the wood in the ladder, 
about wood that Hauptmann was 
alleged to have purchased, and 
wood in the attic of Hauptmann’s 
home in the Bronx, which he 
rented. 

He took the stand just before 
noon, gave his opinion that the up- 
right in the ladder fitted into a 
space in the attic floor from which 
a board was missing, and then was 
challenged by the defense, which 
contended he was not qualified as 
an expert. After luncheon the de- 
fense decided to admit his qualifi- 
cations. 

Koehler was still on the stand 
under direct examination when 
court adjourned at 4:26 p. m. 

Other Testimony on Wood. 

Detective Lewis Bornmann of the 
New Jersey State Police and two 
New York police carpenters had tes- 
tified that the ladder upright fitted 
into the space from which a piece 
of board had been removed. The 
nails, they said, could be pushed 
into the relating holes with the 
fingers. 

Wood Expert on Stand, 

Koehler, the Government wood 
expert, was ther called to the Btand, 
He said he lived in Madison, Wizs., 
where he worked in the U. 8S. For- 
est Products Laboratory. Wilentz 
questioned him. 

Q. Are you the Federal Govern- 
ment’s wood expert? A. I am the 
expert on the identification of wood 
for the Government. 

Q. For how many years have 
you done this work? A. 21 years, 

Bald, studious in appearance, 
Koehler had an attentive audience. 
He explained he examined 2000 or 
3000 samples of wood each year for 
the Government, He read from a 
paper the list of important cases in 
which he has testified since 1924. 
The list included murder cases, as 
well as trade mark and inter-state 
commerce suits. 

Q. Did you come into the Lind- 
bergh case at the request of the 
Government? A. I did. 

Koehler said he had made his 
first investigation of “rail 16” Oct. 
9, 1934. “I found,” he said, “the 
nail holes in the attic joists corre- 
sponded and the grain of the wood 
was the same as the board there.”

Koehler showed his paper to 
the jury indicating the _ alleged 
marks the now imperfect surface 
of the wood bore. 

“IT will now proceed to make a 
similar paper impression on one of 
the hand-planed rungs of the lad- 
der,” the expert announced. He 
worked on a rung of the third sec- 
tion of the ladder. 

Then the expert pointed out to 
the jury the similarity of the mark- 
ings made by the plane of the lad- 
der rung and the Hauptmann plane 
as it was used on the wood in 
court. 

Koehler pinned the paper impres- 
sions together, to show the jury and 
asserted the marks on the rung 
were the same as on the wood 
planed in court. 

The expert next produced a pho- 
tograph of the edges of the ladder 
rungs, and the short beam from 
the Hauptmann garage to demon- 
strate alleged similarities induced 
by the “nicks” in the plane blade. 

Hauptmann watched the easel 
where Koehler was explaining to 
the jury the photographs showing 
why the expert concluded the 
Hauptmann plane was used on the 
ladder.

Policeman at Hauptmann Trial 3 
Shows How He Takes F ingerprints 


By the Associated Press. 

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 23.-— 
At the opening of today’s session 
of the Hauptmann murder : trial, 
Corporal Frank Kelly, New Jersey 
State Police fingerprint and iden- 
tification expert, was recalled to 
the stand, at the request of defense 
counsel, to give a demonstration 
of fingerprint taking. 

Once again a heavy snowstorm 
set in as the courthouse doors 
opened, but the eager crowd 
jammed the small courtroom to ca- 
pacity long before convening time. 

Reilly picked up a yellow sheet 
of scratch paper and asked Kelly 
to demonstrate his methods of tak- 
ing prints. 

While Kelly manipulated his 
brush and powder at the end of the 
Judge’s bench, Justice Trenchard 
retired to chambers to put on his 
sack coat beneath his robe. Cold 
air was flowing in between the 
cracks around the windows behind 
the bench. 

Kelly worked industriously with 


his brush and fingerprint powder 


to develop any prints left on 
the paper. When he had finished 
examining the first half of the 
paper, Reilly inquired if he had 


found any prints. 
“On the half I have brushed 


over, I find the ridge markings of 


fingers,” Kelly said. He scrutinized 
them carefully before adding, “I 


would say they are of no value.” 


One Smudged Print. 
Reilly elicited from Kelly that a 
single smudged print on one-half 


of the sheet was all he could dis-, 


cover, after several of defense 
counsel handled the paper several 
days ago. 

Q. What would remove finger- 
prints, a cloth? <A. An _ object 
touching them. 

Q. If that note had been gone 
over with a cloth, a washrag or a 
would be _ re- 
moved? A. Yes, sir. 

Reilly turned the witness back to 
a description of how he searched 
for fingerprints in the  Lind- 
bergh nursery. 

Q. You found no fingerprints on 
the window? A. No fingerprints of 
value. 

Q. What do you mean “of value?” 
A. Where there is complete ridge 
formations enough to make an 
identification. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact that you can 
compare a print if you have even 
two ridges? A. It’s a pretty hard 
thing to do. 

Found Grease on Crib. 


Reilly recalled that Mrs. Lind- 
bergh and Betty Gow both sought 
to close the warped shutter in the 
nursery window. 

Q. Did you find their 
prints? A. No. 

Kelly said there was a greasy 
area along the side of the _ crib 
which might have been from hands 
or a rubbing medication which had 
been put on the baby’s chest. 

Q. When did you first meet Dr. 
Hudson? A. I first met him at Col. 
Lindbergh’s March 12 or 14, 1932. 
Reilly was referring to the New 
York fingerprint authority who was 
called into the case and examined 
the ladder used in the kidnaping. 

Dr. Hudson took photographs of 
the ladder and said he found more 
than 500 readable prints. He used 
a system which he said brought out 
the prints which had been made 
on the ladder long before the ex- 
periment. 

Reilly persisting in his attempt 
to raise doubt of Kelly’s methods, 
asked if there was not another 
fingerprint system which would 
bring out old prints. Kelly said 
there was. He added that he be- 
lieved Dr. Hudson had used a silver 
nitrate solution in his test. 

Reilly made a print on a board 
he held and asked Kelly to use the 
silver nitrate method to bring it 
out. 

“Tt has been found,” Kelly ex- 
plained, “that the silver nitrate 
method works better after a lapse 
of two or three days.” 

Reilly requested that the board 
be kept for several days and a test 
made, 

Col. Lindbergh leaned forward and

Reilly on a brief recross-exami- 
nation demanded if fingerprints 
would show on the nursery window 
if the child had been taken from its 
nursery and taken away down the 
back stairs.

Reilly released the witness and 
Wilentz asked: “But you were not 
on a ladder and you didn’t have 
gloves on?” “No, sir.” 

Inspector John J: Lyons, New 
York detective, was called to tell 
of finding a sheet of paper in 
Hauptmann’s home on the day of 
his arrest. 

Wilentz handed the inspector a 
piece of paper, and asked him 
where it came from. “At a small 
desk in the defendant’s home in 
the defendant’s presence,” said Ly- 
ons. 

The paper is of the same make 
used by the ransom note writer. 

Wilentz offered the paper as evi- 
dence but Reilly objected pending 
cross-examination of the detective. 
Reilly began the questioning. 

Q. I assume, Inspector, this is 
ordinary cheap writing paper? A. 
Yes. 

Q. Did you ever purchase any 
of this paper in the 5 and 10-cent 
store or any other store in New 
York? A. No. 

“Now 1 press the objection,” 
Reilly said, arguing that the paper 
had not been connected with the de- 
fendant. Justice Trenchard admitted 
the sheet of paper, allowing Reilly 
an exception. 

Bornmann, the _ (first witness 
called to prepare the way for Koeh- 
ler’s testimony, told of discovering 
that a piece of board was missing 
from the floor of the attic. Edward 
J. Reilly, chief of defense council, 
objected that the detective was 
drawing conclusions. He insisted 
that Bornmann tell only “what he 
found”’ in the attic. 

Bornmann told of finding saw- 
dust and saw marks on a board 
adjoining the vacant space in the 
flooring. 

The State sought to show that 
Hauptmann had cut off a piece of | 
the flooring to use as an upright 
in the ladder. 

Attorney Peacock proceeded as 
the jurors studied a large photo- 
graph, which showed Hauptmann’s 
attic and the opening in the floor 
made by the removal of the board. 

The remaining section of the 
board, the witness said, was taken 
up by a police carpenter and turned 
over to Expert Koehler. 

Bornmann told how he returned 
later to the attic with Koehler. 

Q. What did you do? A. We 
checked the nail holes with what 
we know as “rail 16” in the ladder. 
He pointed out the upright or side 
piece known as “rail 16.” 

Peacock asked the detective to 
show where the nail holes in “rail 
16” coincided with holes in the floor 
joists of the attic. He pointed to 
the photograph. 

“Those holes and nails fit per- 
fectly; we pushed the nails in with 
our fingers,” Bornmann said, ex- 
plaining the test he and Koehner 
made at the house. 

Says Wood Matched. 


The grain of the wood “appeared 
to match perfectly” wher. Koehler 
examined it, the witness said. 

To drive home its point, the State 
produced a large photograph show- 
ing how the attic flooring became 
complete again when the ladder up- 
right was placed in the gap. 

The carpenter on the jury leaned 
forward in his chair as Bornmann 
pointed out how the nail holes of 
the ladder side and those in the 
floor beams matched. 

The detective then told how he 
gave Koehler a sample of wood 
from the garage. 

Peacock next produced a pack- 
age of nails, asking Bornmann to 
identify them. 

“These are ‘ten cut’ nails I ob- 
tained from the police carpenter 
from the floor board of the attic,” 
he replied. 

Q. When you first obtained “rail 
16” and this board from the attic, 
were they the same color? A. Yes, 
they were. 

Defense Attorney Pope objected 
that there was no connection be- 
tween board and “rail 16.” 


Peacock explained, “We propose 
to show ‘rail 16’ and the board are 
of the same piece.” 

“I will admit the board,” said the 
Justice.

Pope, who makes a hobby of wood 
working and lumber study, estab- 
lished that the missing plank had 
been eight feet long. 

Q. What happened was you took 
“rail 16,” I call it a runner, and 
laid it in that vacant space in the 
floor? <A. Yes.” 

Q. It didn’t reach completely to 
the end of the space, did it? A. 
There was a space at the end of an 
inch and a quarter. 

Q. The nail holes in that ladder 
were so loose you could push nails 
in and out? A. With thumb pres- 
sure you could. 

Kinds of Wood in Ladder. 

The questioning was on the up- 
right of the ladder which was made 
of Carolina pine. All other uprights 
were made of fir. 

Q. Anyone ever experiment with 
those holes? A. Not to my knowl- 
edge. 

Pope drew from the detective the 
information that Koehler had fitted 
the nails into the holes once be- 
fore the attic experiment was tried. 

Q. Only once to your knowl- 
edge? A. Yes, once. 

Bornmann told Pope he visited 
the attic twice before he took Koeh- 
ler there. The New York police, he 
added, took charge. 

Q. The State police rented the 
premises after Hauptmann left, and 
refused admission to the defense? 
A. I rented it. 

Bornmann smiled and said he 
would give permission to the de- 
fense to visit the place, “if we can 
get together on it.”

BILL 10 PROVIDE 
FOR GROSS INCOME 
TAX IN MISSOUR 


Measure Introduced in 
House Would, if Passed, 


Submit Constitutional 
Amendment to People. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.- 
Amendment of the Missouri Consti- 
tution to provide for a gross income 


| tax, varying from one-half to 1 per 


cent, on income of all individuals 
and business in the State, is pro- 
posed in a joint and concurrent res- 
olution introduced in the House 
today by Representatives F. B. De- 
tienne of Audrain County and H. 
B. Herring of Howard County. 

The resolution, if passed by both 
Houses, would submit the proposed 
amendment to.a vote of the people 
in the 1936 general election. 

The amendment would authorize 
a tax of one-half of 1 per cent on 
gross income in excess of $1000 a 
year, of all individuals and business 
activities, of whatever nature, 
except public utilities, transporta- 
tion agencies, banks, loan com- 
panies, investment companies and 
all other financial companies. These 
companies would be subject to a 
tax of 1 per cent on all income in 
excess of $1000 a year. 

Use of the Revenue. 

It provides that $1.000,000 of the 
revenue shall be used annually to 
meet part of the cost of patients 
in insane hospitals which now is 
paid by the counties and the City of 
St. Louis. Another $2,000,000 would 
be set aside annually for educa- 
tional purposes, $1,500,000 of it to go 


|to the University of Missouri and 
| $500,000 to be divided between the 


State Teachers’ Colleges at Spring- 
field and Kirksville. The Teachers 
Colleges at Maryville, Warrensburg 
and Cape Girardeau are not in- 
cluded. 

The remainder of the revenue col- 
lected, under provisions of the 
amendment, would be divided, one- 
third each going to the State Schuol 
Fund, the State general revenue 
fund, and to the counties and City 
of St. Louis for local revenue pur- 
poses and relief of local taxation. 

Detienne said he had no estimate 
of the amount of revenue that 
would be produced, and was nut 
certain whether his proposal would 
replace or be in addition to the 
present State income tax. 

Another taxation measure, intro- 
duced in the Senate today by Sen- 
ator Shotwell of St. Louis County, 
would levy a 3 per cent tax on all 
sales transactions and all services, 
with the exception of agriculture. 

The bill also would levy a 5 per 
cent tax on the income from estates 
and trust funds. 

It would apply 50 per cent of the 
revenue received from the two 
levies to reduction of property 
taxes and allot 25 per cent to the 
State’s general revenue fund and 
25 per cent to education. Of the 
apportionment to education, four- 
fifths would go to the _ public 
schools and the remainder to the 
higher educational institutions. 

Shotwell said the bill was drafted 
by Jesse Harnage, an attorney, of 
St. Louis County.

*Judgments under forfeited bail 
bonds, which have not been paid, 
amounted to $375,550 at the end of 
last year, compared with $370,550 a 
year previously, it was shown to- 
day in Circuit Attorney Miller's 
sixth annual bond report.

Questionnaires for listing desired 
public works under the President's

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STRIKE TERRORIST 
ADMITS AILLING 
BUS DISPATCHER 


On Stand as State Witness 
Against Chicago Union 
Leaders, He Confesses 
Fatal Assault. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Albert Sem- 
ple, member of a gang of terrorists, 
confessed from the witness stand 
yesterday that he had killed a bus 
dispatcher during the motor coach 
strike last summer. 

He said he had received only $43 
for his slugging activities and ad- 
mitted he had no grievance against 
James J. Kelly, the dispatcher, who 
was shot and beaten to death last 
Sept. 26. He told how he had set 
off with three companions for an 


evening of depredations and how 
they found their victim on a street 
car. 

“Edward Macki and Joe White 
took Iselly’s hat off,” Semple tes- 
tified. “They slugged him. Kelly 
slumped in his seat and seemed to 
put his hand in his pocket. I got 
excited and fired two shots. I guess 
I hit him. 

“He hollered ‘Oh’ and slumped 
down. I went to the front of the 
car and jumped off. I ran, but a 
squad caught me.” 

Semple was a State’s witness in 
the trial of William Taber and Jo- 
seph J. Kehoe, officers of the 
Street Car Men’s Union, on charges 
of conspiracy in the murder. The 
State accuses the union officers of 
inciting the sluggers. 

The witness said he did not know 
the defendants, although he said 
the head of the band, Early Ren- 
ner, obtained some of their funds 


from “Joe.” Renner testified Ke- 
hoe paid him $10 a night for each 
man employed in the work of hurl- 
ing stones at busses and man- 
handling drivers. 

Semple admitted in cross-exam- 
ination he was “about one-half 
drunk” the night Kelly was killed, 
and that Renner knew nothing 
about the fatal expedition until it 
was over.

TO TAKE NO STAND 
UN DUCK HUNTING 


Game Conference Expected to 
Wait for Report of 
Biological Survey. 


By the Associated Press. 

yawe6=6C YORE, Jan. 23.—The 
American Game Conference is ex- 
pected to take no stand on the 
proposal that duck hunting be pro- 
hibited this year. The conference 


will close today. It has been at- 
tended by 600 delegates from _ the 
United States and Canada. 

It was learned that the resolu- 
tion introduced by John Baker, ex- 
ecutive director of the National As- 
sociation of Audubon Societies, rec- 
ommending a year’s moratorium 
beginning next September, had 
been withdrawn by the Audubon 
Societies. 

The resolutions committee dis- 
cussed migratory waterfowl for 
four hours yesterday. 

The Audubon Societies, it is un- 
derstood, withdrew the resolution, 
which proposed Federal enforce- 
ment of the duck holiday, in ex- 
change for assurance that the com- 
mittee would leave the decision on 
a definite recommendation up to 
the United States Biological Sur- 
vey. 

Election of Officers. 

Under the supervision of J. N. 
(Ding) Darling, the survey is mak- 
ing a study of the duck population 
in this country. It will be several 
weeks before a report of its find- 
ings can be made. 

This afternoon, before adjourn- 
ing with an election of officers, the 
conference is expected to receive 
a resolution recommending that the 
matter be left to the Biological 
Survey.

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ALDERMANIC GROUP 
APPROVES SMOKE BILL 


Committee tu Favorably Re- 
port on Administration’s 
Abatement Ordinance. 


_ The administration’s smoke abate- 
ment ordinance was approved yes- 
terday by the Public Safety Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen, 
which will make a favorable report 
to the board Friday. 

Members of the committee voting 
for the bill were Chairman O’Toole 
and Aldermen Hoeflinger and Gen- 


teman (Dems.), while Alderman 
Eilers (Rep.) opposed it. Aldermen 
Terry and Scott (Dems.) and Wald- 
man (Rep.) were absent. 

The measure was drawn by a 
citizens’ committee appointed by 
Mayor Dickmann, headed by Ray- 
mond R. Tucker, then an associate 
professor of engineering at Wash- 
ington University, now the Mayor's 
secretary. It was introduced in the 
last regular aldermanic session, last 
March, and again in last summer’s 
special session, but died without ac- 
tion both times. 

At a public hearing last month. 
representatives of business and 
property owners’ interests and of 
stationary engineers opposed the 
bill, asserting the existing smoke 
law had not been given a fair trial 
and had not been properly enforced. 
Spokesmen for the Citizens’ Smoke 
Abatement League favored the bill. 

Under the proposed ordinance, a 
new Smoke Regulation Division, 
headed by an experienced engineer 
paid $6000 a year, would be author- 
ized to inspect all boilers and fur- 
naces in the city and to require 
that they be built, altered or im- 
proved so as to prevent emission of 
dense smoke. It would give the city 
jurisdiction over domestic heating 
plants. An advisory board would 
be provided.

PUBLIC WORKS FAVORED 


House Committee Approves Bill for 
Six-Hour Day and Five- 

Day Week. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.— 
The Labor Committee of the House 
last night approved a bill providing 
for a six-hour day and five-day 
working week on all public work. 
The measure affects mechanics, ar- 
tisans and laborers in all branches 
of public work. 

No one appeared for or against 
the bill, and it was promptly ap- 
proved. It contains an emergency 
clause and would become a law im- 
mediately on approval by the Gov- 
ernor. 

The committee also approved a 
bill authorizing the establishment 
of additional free employment 
agencies. throughout the State in 
co-operation with the Federal Gov- 
ernment, which will pay half the 
cost of the agencies. Mrs. Mary 
Edna Cruzen, State Labor and In- 
dustrial Commissioner, told’ the 
committee she desired to establish 
the proposed new agencies in Han- 
nibal, Moberly, Cape Girardeau and 
Joplin. There are agencies now in 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and Independence. She_ said she 
hoped eventually to eliminate pri- 
vate employment agencies which 
charge fees. 

She estimated an appropriation of 
about $50,000 would be necessary to 
help pay the State’s share of the 
cost of the new agencies in 1935 
and 1936. 


ARCHBISHOP CONDEMNS 
CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT 


“Advance Toward Degeneracy,” He 
Says in Talk to Catholic 
Woman's League. 


The annual luncheon of the Cath- 
olic Woman's League was held yes- 
terday at the Coronado Hotel. Mrs. 
Edward J. Walsh was inducted into 
the presidency. Others who took 


office were Mrs. C. Oscar Lamy, 
Mrs. Leo Moser and Mrs. George 
Powell, vice-presidents; Mrs. J. J.

Archbishop Glennon spoke, de- 
nouncing the proposed child labor 
amendment sponsored by the Na- 
tional Child Labor Committee as 
“an advance toward social degener- 
acy,” because, he said, “It would in 
effect throw open every home to 
Federal inspection.” He declared, 
“that while the day of individuality 
may be passing, the day of inde- 
pendence and sanctity of the home 
is not.” 

The Rev. Alphonse M. Schwitalla, 
dean of the St. Louis, University 
School of Medicine, and the Rev.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — The 
Senate yesterday passed by a rapid, 
voice vote a new “hot oil” bill, in- 
tended to stop interstate shipments 
of illegally-produced petroleum. 
The bill was introduced because 
of the Supreme Court ruling that 
Section 9-C of the National Recov- 
ery Act was unconstitutional, 

Bearing two amendments, the 
measure now goes to the House 
where several similar bills have 
been introduced. There is prospect 
|of another measure, calling for out- 
‘right Federal control of crude oil 
production. 

The new measure, drawn by Sen- 
ator Connally (Dem.), Texas, au- 
thor of Section 9-C, specifically pro- 
hibits interstate shipments of what 
is termed “contraband oil” and was 
drafted to comply with the Su- 
preme Court’s dictum that a policy 
of Congress must be set forth be- 
fore that body can delegate author- 
ity to the President to enforce such 
regulations as he or his agents may 
promulgate. 

Robinson’s Amendments. 

The two amendments, offered by 
Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas at the request of the Attorney- 
General, confer on the President or 
the Attorney-General the right to 
apply to a Federal District Court 
for enforcement of the act, where 
formerly that power was given the 
President “or his duly authorized 
agent or agency.” That agency has 
been Oil Administrator Ickes and 
his petroleum boards. 

The President or his agent still 
has the right, however, to prescribe 
such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary to carry out provis- 
ions of the act, and fines and im- 
prisonment may be imposed for vio- 
lations. 

The Connally oil bill was in- 
dorsed by Representative Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, chairman of the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, who said he was confident 
the House would approve it. 

Constitutional Discussion. 

Senator Borah provoked a lively 
discussion when he contended that 
the Connally bill might still not 
remedy the constitutional defects 
the Supreme Court found in Sec- 
tion 9-C because it still provided 
penalties for violations of regula- 
tion promulgated by the President.

In Families on Relief Rolls 


One-Fourth of Such Groups Have One Mem- 
ber or More Working, But Half of These 
Get Less Than $5 a Week.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—One- 
fourth of all the families on relief 
in St. Louis have one or more 
members employed, and of this 
number nearly half receive less 
than $5 a week, according to sta- 
tistics for nine Middle- Western 
cities released by the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration today. 


“The earnings of these workers,” 
says the FERA report, “were so 
low that they did not provide the 
necessities of life for the family, 
and supplementary relief was re- 
quired. Such earnings came, as a 
rule, from part-time jobs or full- 
time work in traditionally low-paid 
occupations,” 

Of the St. Louis relief population 
that is employed by private enter- 
prise, 72 per cent get less than $10 
and 88 per cent less than $15 a 
week, the report shows. These fig- 
ures were drawn from a survey 
made last May, but “the percen- 
tages and facts hold good, for all 
practical purposes, for the current 
relief rolls,” says the FERA. 

Lowest Earnings in 9 Cities. 

The St. Louis average of non- 
relief earnings of relief households 
was the lowest for any of the cities 
covered. These were Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Milwaukee, 
Indianapolis and Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati and Akron, Ohio. This report 
on specific localities corresponds 
with the results of a general FERA 
survey which showed that indus- 
try relied upon relief to supplement 
low wages and to take care of 
workers thrown out of employment 
by seasonal business fluctuations. 

In the nine cities covered by the 


survey, 90 per cent of all. relief 
households contain at least one per- 
son of employable age, between 16 
and 64, who wants work. Of the 
remaining 10 per cent all members 
of the household are either dis- 
abled, aged, young people attending 
school or housewives confined at 
home by domestic duties, says the 
report, 

For St. Louis the percentage of 
relief households containing at least 
one employable person is even high- 
er, 92 per cent. 

Kansas City Figure Highest. 

Kansas City had the greatest pro- 
portion of relief households with 
members at work at non-relief jobs, 
26 per cent, and St. Louis followed 
with 25 per cent. Minneapolis, 
with 17 per cent, and Indianapolis, 
with 18 per cent, had the smallest 
proportion in thig, category. The 
private earnings ofthese households 
were smaller than in large East- 
ern cities of the same population 
class, the FERA data showed. 

“Considering the relief population 
on the basis of total individuals in- 
stead of by households,” says the 
report, “67 per cent of all persons 
on relief, 16 to 64 years of age, 
were found to be working in pri- 
vate industry or looking for work. 
None of the nine cities varied much 
from the average in this respect.” 

In this group of Middle-Western 
cities, nearly half of the heads of 
households were 45 years of age or 
over and nearly one-quarter were 
55 years old or more. “In light of 
actual employment policies in nu- 
merous industries,” said the FERA 
report, “age may prevent these 
workers from finding jobs by which 
they can support their families re- 
gardless of their willingness and 
capabilities for work.” 


TWO MEN, TWO WOMEN FOUND 
DEAD AT GREAT FALLS, MONT. 


Possibility of Poisoning With Jeal- 
ousy as Motive Is Being 
Investigated. 

By the Associated Press, 
GREAT FALLS, Mont., Jan. 23. 


—Two women and two men were 
found dead in a home here late yes- 
terday. Physicians said the deaths 
were caused either by a strong 
poison or by gas. The possibility 


of poisoning with jealousy as a mo- 
tive is being investigated. 

The bodies were identified as 
those of: 

Mrs. Donald Chisholm, 54 years 
old: Mrs. Bessie Bundtrock, 36; 
Mike Plats, 65, ranch hand, and 
Vallard Manzer, 20, laborer. 

Mrs. Chisholm was the widow of 
Donald Chisholm, 40, a railway 
switchman, who died Jan. 9 under 
circumstances that caused relatives 
to ask Sheriff Palagi to make an 
investigation. At that time, Mrs, 
Bundtrock, estranged from her hus- 
band several years, was treated at 
a hospital for a severe itnestinal 
disorder. 

Sheriff Palagi said his investi- 
gation of Chisholm’s death brought 
statements from several of Mrs, 
Chisholm’s acquaintances that she 
had resented the attentions her 
husband had shown toward Mrs, 
Bundtrock. 

Authorities learned that the two 
men and two women assembled at 
the Chisholm home Sunday and 
drank heavily. They apparently all 
died Monday morning. <A canary 
also was found dead.

At the hearing yesterday’ the 
Government contended the sale of 
the Missouri first-run rights of As- 
sociated First National pictures to 
Warner Brothers nettea the Skou- 
ras Brothers company a profit of 
$97,969, on which an additional tax 
and interest amounting to $17,380 
is claimed. The company, in mak- 
ing its income tax return for 1928, 
reported the profit from the trans- 
action, but included certain deduc- 
tions for losses incurred in the op- 
eration of the company which 
owned the franchise. The Govern- 
ment denied the validity of the de- 
ductions. 

Yesterday it was shown that the 
First National franchise was ac- 
quired in 1920 by Skouras Brothers 
through the purchase of stock of 
the New Grand Central Theater Co. 
for $340,400. This company con- 
trolled the New Grand Central Film 
Co., owner of the franchise. Attor- 
neys for the trustee in bankruptcy 
contended $134,285 of the 1920 pur- 
chase price was for equipment and 
leasehold on the theater, and there- 
fore the balance — $206,100—was 
chargeable to the franchise. The 
profit on the 1928 sale would be 
only $35,000, they said. 

The hearing was adjourned: for 
the day to allow attorneys for the 
trustee to make further computa- 
tions in determining the exact 
amount of the losses of the two sub- 
sidiary companies which originally 
held the franchise, in order to show 
why the deductions were made in 
the 1928 income tax returns.

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 23.— 
The sudden return of Senator Huey 
Long to Louisiana from Washing- 
ton was disclosed today as an ef- 
fort to broadcast “a mutual ending 
of controversies.” There has been a 
revolt against his dictatorship in 
Louisiana. 

Long and J. H. Hilton, president 
of the Standard Oil Co. of Louisi- 
ana, issued a joint statement last 


night, declaring there was “no fur- 
ther controversy between the refin- 
eries and State authorities” over 
Long’s recent tax on refining. 
They said a “compromise” had 
been reached under which the re- 
fineries would use more Louisiana- 
produced oil and the State tax of 5 
cents a barrel on oil refining would 
be reduced to 1 cent a barrel. 
“The State authorities,” the joint 
circular said, “have been assured 
by a majority of the members of the 
Legislature that they will give their 
formal consent to such modification 
at an early date... . 

“We hope this will bring to an 
end any controversy and help our 
well wishers, all those who are con- 
cerned in the welfare of the State 
and the oil industry in general, to 
promote goodwill and good feeling.”

Union Says 350 Workers Will 
Get Higher Wages—100 
Still on Strike. 


Thirty-eight laundries and linen 
supply firms, employing 350 driv- 
ers, have signed a two-year agree- 
ment granting wage increases to 
union drivers, it was announced 
today by the Laundry, Linen & 
Towel Chauffeurs’ Union. 
Twenty-seven laundries gave re- 
tail drivers an increase of $2,50 a 
week, to $22.50, and drivers on 
wholesale routes $2 more a week, 
to $32. Linen supply firms granted 
a $2-a-week increase, to $30. Re- 
tails drivers also get a 10 per cent 
commission on business over $150 
a week, while linen supply chauf- 
feurs receive a commission of 3 
per cent over $1000 weekly busi- 
ness. Drivers on wholesale routes 
get no commission. 

Approximately 100 union drivers 
are still on strike as a result of 
the refusal of some employers to 
deal with the union.

for all laundries and linen supply 
firms faileé. The strikers are re- 
ceiving financial aid from _ the 
union, which is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor.

It Code Authority Does Not 


Directs That National Labor Relations Board

MAGAZINE CRITICISM 
AMUSES WASHINGTON 


Castigation of Two Cabinet 
Officers Circulated in De- 
partment of a Third. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. — Offi- 
cial Washington puzzled today over 


the circulation in one Government 
department of an article in a mag- 
azine assailing two Cabinet officials 


and a leading Democratic Senator. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
already a touchy subject on Capitol 
Hill, Attorney-General Cummings, 
Postmaster-General Farley and Sen- 
ator Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, 
are the persons involved. 

A reprint of the article was dis- 
tributed in Ickes’ Interior Depart- 
ment. Cummings, Farley and Har- 
rison came in for the attack. 

Given out at the Interior Depart- 
ment first as a “memorandum for 
the press,” the article was recalled 
later. But the only explanation for 
the recall was that it had been in- 
tended solely “for officials.” 

There still were those in the cap- 
ital, however, who smiled and won- 
dered at the circulation of a criti- 
cism of two brother Cabinet offi- 
cers in the department of a third. 

The article criticised the appoint- 
ment of T. Webber Wilson of Mis- 
sissippi as Federal Judge of the 
Virgin Islands. 

These criticisms of Wilson acting 
as Prosecuting Attorney, Judge and 
jury were substantially the same as 
those of Ickes himself after Wilson 
convicted a clerk of the islands’ 
Public Works Department of ap- 
propriating $48 worth of Govern- 
ment property to his own use. 

The case, the article said, “prom- 
ises to become notorious in Ameri- 
can jurisprudence because Wilson, 
acting “both as Prosecutor and 
Judge, sentenced a Government em- 
ploye whom the Government re- 
fused to prosecute.” . 

Wilson was further described as 
a “party man out of a job,” who 
got the judgeship “through the De- 
partment of Justice via Homer 
Cummings via Jim Farley via Pat 
Harrison.” 

“It must be assumed,” the article 
continued, “that Attorney-General 
Cummings knows about the re- 
markable attributes developed by 
his appointee, but Wilson still re- 
tains his judgeship. -. . The case 
is a further stigma on the practice 
of making political appointments 
without regard to fitness or abil- 


ity.” 


BULGARIAN KING REGAINS 


Sudden Change in Ministry Regard- 
ed as Blow at Incipient Repub- 
lican Movement.

HOUSE MODIFIES 
GAG’ RULE FOR 
~ WORKS MEASURE 


Adopts Procedure Permit- 


it President’s Power in 
$4,880,000,000 Bill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The 
liberalized “gag” rule for consider- 
ation of the $4,880,000,000 public 
works measure was adopted today 
by the House. 


The roll call vote on the rule was 
256 to 142. Representative Isabella 
Greenway of Arizona, a friend of 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
was one of the Democrats who 
voted against the “gag” rule. Adop- 
tion of the rule opened the bill to 
three hours of debate before 
amendments are in order. A final 
vote was not expected until tomor- 
row. 

A second vote resulted 246-147. 

A Democratic caucus had voted 
190 to 35 for a modified “gag,” lim- 
iting discussion to four hours. 

After adopting the rule for con- 
sideration of the lump-sum work 
relief plan, the House heard that 
Mr. Roosevelt planned to transfer 
all employables from direct relief 
to a work basis by July 1 at a “se- 
curity wage rate averaging about 
$50 a month.” 

“Just a Racket.” 

Chairman Buchanan of the Ap- 
propriations Committee said: “In 
some cases it would be possible to 
get the work relief started within 
30 days.” He said the President’s 
program would save money, adding: 
“In December, 1934, the Federal 
Government paid for 75 per cent of 
the burden. It’s just a racket. The 
states have shifted the burden. We 
must stop it.” 

Buchanan opened the three hours 
of general debate. Before debate 
began, Secretary Perkins and Harry 
Hopkins, relief administrator, as-+ 
sailed the Townsend $200-a-month 
eld age pension bill before the 
Ways and Means Committee. Miss 
Perkins called # “fantastic” and 
Hopkins “cock-eyed.” 

During debate on the rule, Rep- 
resentative Lehibach (Rep.), New 
Jersey, a member of the Rules 
Committee, told the House, “There 
isn’t any power in this resolution 
that can’t be exercised by Hitler or 
Mussolini.” He said, however, “the 
Republican party stands for a full 
measure of relief of unemploy- 
ment.” 

Fish Attacks Bill, 

Representative Fish (Rep.), who 
denounced the legislation as “abom- 
ination of desolation.” 

“Instead of the title the bill has,” 
the New Yorker said, “it should 
read: “Making appropriations to de- 
stroy representative government 
and to establish a dictatorial gov-

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PARAGUAY BEFORE THE LEAGUE. 

The sanguinary conflict which has been going on 
for years in the Chaco has at last reached the super- 
visory indignation of the League of Nations. 

The League has never moved against an aggressor 
in war. It has not done so, of course, because aggres- 
sors have been too powerful. The League perforce 
has waited for an opportunity to make it¥ moral 
point without risk of too many political repercussions. 

Paraguay is little enough to serve the purpose. So 
Paraguay, which has been fighting Bolivia, is to be 
scotched by that great international power, of which 
former Senator James A. Reed so eloquently said in 
the Senate that it would leave the bones of American 
soldiers to dry on desert and plain the world around. 

All things have a beginning. Satire is easier than 
civilization. The League of Nations will grow in 
prestige and power. It will not grow like Mr. Fin- 
ney’s turnip. It will not grow like the green bay tree. 
It will grow, as civilization itself has grown, by trial 
and error. 

Our own State Department dislikes the interven- 
tion of the League in South America, It is a con- 
travention of America’s aloofness from the League of 
Nations—except when the League serves some pur: 
pose of ours. A Washington news dispatch says that 
the department has been put “in a serious diplomatic 
hole,” but we decline to become excited. We anticipate 
that our own State Department will swallow its dis- 
pleasure at the League’s intervention and find a 
formula by which it can co-operate with Geneva to 
deprive Paraguay of the sinews of war.

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THE MAGICIAN IN POLITICS.

Missouri may not be as progressive

He compared the sophistry of politicians and 
statesmen to that of augurs, ventriloquists and sor- 
cerers, “men skillful in juggling, incantations and 
tricks of all kinds, from whose treacherous art it is 
very difficult to escape.” Maimonides found a type 
of person in whom the rational faculty is imperfect 
and the imaginative preponderant, “whence arises 
the sect of politicians, legislators, diviners, dream- 
ers, enchanters.” 

Lawgivers in the time of the ancients commonly 
derived their ideas from supernatural signs, They 
had oracles, like the Delphic oracle of the Greeks, to 
which they looked for the way out of depressions and 
the usual vicissitudes of society. This is opposed to 
the modern idea that practical men should run the 
Government, an idea which reached its height in the 
period between 1920 and 1930. There were no magi- 
cians in the Government when things turned turtle.

Through Government payments and higher prices, cotton grower has_ been greatly 
benefited by restriction program; smaller crop, however, means losses to workers 
formerly employed in handling product; pegging of prices makes huge inroads on 
export markets; writer says administration and Congress face widespread criticism.

HE machine which the South has con- 
T structed for the purpose of collecting and 
distributing its one great cash crop, cot- 
ton, has been geared to handle an average 
of 12,775,000 bales each year. By voluntary 
and compulsory measures, abetted by the 
drouth, the 1934 crop was reduced to slight- 
ly under 10,000,000 bales. 
Each farmer had his allotted share: If 


he grew a surplus beyond allotment, he was - 


indirectly fined half its market value. For 
the cotton he grew and sold, he received from 
12 to 13 cents a pound, where, the year be- 
fore, he had averaged only a little above 
942 cents, where, two years before, he had 
received the starvation price of 6% cents. 

For taking a proportion of his acreage out 
of cultivation—40 per cent, in most cases— 
the Government paid him a rental which, in 
many instances, was more than he could 
have sold the land for. On the whole, the 
farmer received more money for his 9,731,000 
bales in 1934 than he had received for 14, 
000,000 bales in several preceding seasons. 

Because of Washington’s policies, much 
cotton which normally would have moved 
from the interior towns to the ports during 
the autumn has been held where it was 
grown. Thus, a short crop, the hoarding in 
warehouses and sluggish movement of the 
bales into the open market: have resulted 
in less work for railway men, fewer jobs in 
gins, compresses, warehouses and on the 
wharves of the Southern ports. 

For growing 4,000,000 fewer bales in 1934 
than he raised in 1933, the Southern farmer 
was rewarded by the Government with rent- 
al and benefit payments totaling $116,000,000. 
But, for every dollar the farmer received in 
this manner, somebody else lost 40 cents. 
The same was true in 1933, when the farm- 
er was paid to destroy 4,000,000 bales of 
growing cotton. Whatever the price of the 
staple, each bale accumulates, between the 
farmer's field and. the hold of a ship, or the 
door of a domestic mill, at least $12 in 
charges for ginning, handling, compressing, 
freight, merchandising and other services. 

Nor does the $48,000,000 which wasn’t spent 
because of the absence of those 4,000,000 
bales take into account the loss suffered by 
the tenants and farmhands whose employ- 
ment vanished when the farmer contracted 
to reduce his acreage by 40 per cent. Today, 
many of these jobless workers are being sup- 
ported by the Government. 


No one in the South begrudges the farm-— 


er whatever improvement Washington can 
effect in his lot, which has never been a 
particularly happy one. The more he gets for 
cotton, the more he spends, and the whole 
country shares those fast-moving dollars. 
But a great many persons in the South—far 
more than any 9-to-1 referendum would indi- 
cate—doubt both the wisdom and the justice 
of the present crop restriction program, 
Recently, some of these protesting ele- 
ments have begun to organize and become 
impressively articulate. Congress and the 
administration will hear from them shortly. 
Normally, the United States used to ex- 
port between 8,000,000 and 9,000,000 bales a 
year. Under the present pegged price, ex- 
ports of American cotton have dwindled to 
almost half what they were in 1933. As 
America reduces its cotton acreage, produc- 
jon ig increased in other cotton-growing 


countries, of which there are more than 50. 
Steadily, for months, the price of the Ameri- 
can staple has been from % cent to more 
than 1% cents higher in the world markets 
than foreign-grown cotton, with the result 
that the latter has been bought in large 
quantities by mills which customarily pre- 
ferred the product of this country, 

Last year, while the South purposely grew 
its shortest cotton crop in 12 years, the for- 
eign cotton acreage was the highest on rec- 
ord. Taking that as a basis, it is argued by 
many that, for all the efforts of the AAA 
and other governmental priming agencies, 
there has been no effective reduction in the 
world supply. The United States has mere- 
ly lost its markets to foreign competitors. 
Once lost, foreign markets are difficult to 
regain. 

This year, the farmers have been ordered 
to cut their acreage 25 per cent below the 
basic 1928-32 average, instead of last year’s 
40 per cent. A-crop of about 12,000,000 bales 
is anticipated for this year. It could be high- 
er, for the drouth had quite a lot to do with 
holding the 1934 yield below the 10,000,000- 
bale maximum set by the Bankhead Act. 
Whatever the next American crop, there are 
plenty of signs that foreign acreage will 
again be increased. And there is slight pos- 
sibility that more than 6,000,000 bales of the 
American crop will be consumed in this 


country. 
° ° * 


Perhaps the most fundamental difficulty 
in the whole cotton problem is that the 
United States, having become a creditor na- 
tion, continues to behave in the manner of a 
debtor nation, repulsing the foreigner’s 
goods, yet expecting the foreigner to buy our 
agricultural, and other, surpluses. 

Texas, the biggest cotton-grower of all the 
states, has always exported 90 per cent of its 
crop. So far this season, rail receipts at the 
ports of Houston and Galveston have been 
less than half what they were last year, 
a drop of more than 1,500,000 bales in the 
five-month period, while exports have fallen 
a full million bales. 

Yet, according to F. P. Lordan of Galves- 
ton, chairman of the Cotton Industries Em- 
ployes’ Association, “when we try to point to 
the loss of foreign markets, unfavorable bal- 
ances of trade, etc., the farmer responds 
with a lusty ‘Oh, yeah?’ ” 

Late in December, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace wrote that “unless ways can be 
found to increase America’s imports, the re- 
covery of cotton exports on a permanent 
basis is doubtful.” Manifestly, if cotton ex- 
ports do not recover, the economic well-be- 
ing of the South is doubtful. Now, the only 
way to encourage imports is to lower tariffs. 
There is an increasing tendency in many 
sections of the South to remind the Govern- 
ment that the air wag filled in 1932 with 
Democratic promises to do precisely that. 

One thing is certain: America cannot 
compel the world to pay a pegged price for 
its cotton, This is now more obvious than 
ever before, because, for the first time in 
several decades, the South has failed to raise 
a major portion of the world’s cotton pro- 
duction. Until a few years ago, it produced 
60 per cent of the Supply, but last year it 
grew only 40 per cent. So now, it does not 
even dominate the world market, let alone

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UN 10 GREAT THINKERS 


Ranks Voltaire First on His 
List; Writer Comments 
on Utilities, 


Will Durant, writer on philosophy 
and government, last night repeat- 
ed before the Washington Universi- 
ty Association at Soldan High 
School his lecture on “The Ten 
Greatest Thinkers” which he deliv- 


ered at the Y. M. H. A. on Nov. 5, 
1929. 

A thinker he defined as “a man 
to whom thinking is the prime and 
essential interest of life. His pur- 
pose is not to accomplish any re- 
sult by thinking, but merely to un- 
derstand. A thinker is a man who 
gives his life to understanding.” 

Under this definition he excluded 
from his list those thinkers whose 
main purpose it was to found re- 
ligions, together with literary men 
and artists. 

His list included Confucius, Chi- 
nese; Plato, Greek; Aristotle, 
Greek; Copernicus, Pole; Sir Fran- 
cis Bacon, English; Spinoza, Dutch- 
Jewish; Sir Isaac Newton, English; 
Voltaire, French;- Immanuel Kant, 
German; and Charles Darwin, En- 
glish. 


If an eleventh were to be added, 
he said it would be Socrates, who 
was excluded because little is defi- 
nitely known about him. The 
speaker believed the “Memorabilia” 
of Xenophon to be unauthentic, and 
said that the Dialogues of Plato 
probably did not actually quote 
Socrates. 


Voltaire Greatest Thinker. 

The greatest thinker of the ten, 
Durant said, was Voltaire, who 
“gave the mind liberty.” “When we 
cease to honor Voltaire,” he said, 
“we shall be unworthy of liberty.” 

In answer to a question follow- 
ing his talk he said that Emerson 
was the greatest American thinker. 
“But he had the misfortune to 
phrase his thinking beautifully, so 
philosophy surrenders him to litera- 
ture.” 

In discussing Government with 
& Post-Dispatch reporter, Durant 
said that; while he favored Govern- 
ment competition with private util- 
ities, he did not believe that the 
question of public or private owner- 
ship made much difference to the 
consumer. 

“There is one difference between 
public and private ownership,” he 
said. “Though the consumer, under 
private operation, is gouged, he is’ 
gouged with the greatest courtesy. 
In Russia people get gouged but 
they get little courtesy. 


Virtues and Evils Balance. 

“I think I’d settle all problems 
of Government ownership against 
private by saying that it does not 
make a bit of difference. The 
virtues and evils about balance. 
The choice is between private plun- 
der and public graft. 

“I think it is time we should 
make a little noise against the util- 
ities. They have exploited us 
mercilessly and have given us no 
benefit whatever from their in- 
creased earnings. No amount of 
argument or Canadian examples 
has served to ameliorate. their 
rates. The only thing to do is to 
build some competition against 
them.” 


JAMES |. DILLIARD, 82, 
DIES AT COLLINSVILLE 


Retired Livestock Commission Mer- 
chant Had Been Ill a 
Month. 


James I. Dilliard, co-founder of 
the old Collinsville Bank and re- 


tired livestock commission mer- 
chant, died of infirmities at his 
home in Collinsville yesterday, fol- 
lowing an illness of a month. He 
was 82 years old. 

He moved to Collinsville in 1883 
from Dorchester, IIll., and with 
James Belt established the first 
bank in the town. He sold his in- 
terest about 1900, the firm being 
reorganized as the First National 
Bank of Collinsville. 

Until his retirement in 1920, he 
was a member of several livestock. 
commission firms operating at Na- 
tional Stockyards. Surviving are 
his widow, Mrs. Mary Look Dil- 
liard; two sons, Irving L. and Da- 
vid Dilliard; a daughter, Mrs. Clem 
J. Hartmann of Clayton, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. W. A. Mattox Sr. of Troy, 
Ill. Irving Dilliard, a member of 
the editorial staff of the 
Post-Dispatch, who was in Florida 
with his wife when his father died, 
returned home today.

BISHOP PERRY TALKS 
UN WORLD PROBLEMS 


Says Proposals for Cures Fail 
Because Divine Guidance 
Is Not Considered. 


Bishop James de Wolf Perry, Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, spoke of _ at- 
tempts to effect cures for the 
world’s problems at the annual ded- 
ication service at Christ Church 
Cathedral last night. 

The service, a part of the ninety- 
sixth annual convention of the Mis- 


souri diocese of the church, was 
ccnducted by Bishop Scarlett, and 
choirs from five churches took part. 
A reception for the Presiding: Bish- 
op was held in the Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial fuilowing the service. 

Most proposals to cure the prob- 
lems of the world, Bishop Perry 
stated, are either futile or-lack a 
clear perception of the difficulty. 
“Theocracy, or divine guidance,” he 
said, “is far from being impractical, 
as it is customarily charged. It is a 
practical solution of the highest or- 
der, for it is beyond all human 
power to perfect as it is not of hu- 
man ingenuity or will.” 


National Problems Discussed. 

At the afternoon business session 
of the convention, discussions were 
held on various national questions 
and church problems. President 
Roosevelt’s plan for industrial re- 
lief was approved, as was the pro- 
posal for membership in the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches in an ef- 
fort to encourage church unity. 

Bishop Scarlett, in his annual 
address at the memorial, approved 
the President’s plan for social se- 
curity and his recommendation that 
the United States enter the World 
Court. Speaking of the former, he 
said, “This attempt to combat de- 
moralizing insecurity by protecting 
men, in part at least, marks, I be- 
lieve, the beginning of a new day 
in this country. The purpose be- 
hind these measures evokes a warm 
response in our hearts, particularly 
the attempt to decrease unemploy- 
ment, and a loss of self-respect, 
which it entails, by a broader plan 
of public works.” 

Relief Project Approved. 


The resolution favoring the Gov- 
ernment’s project for unemployment 
relief was unanimously approved. 
Dean Sidney E. Sweet, one of the 
numerous speakers of the resolu- 
tion, explained the church has the 
right to express the opinion that 
relief employment is better than the 
dole because of the effect of the 
dole upon the character of the peo- 
ple in the country. 

“We are not telling ‘statesmen 
what to do,” he said, “but we, who 
have seen hordes of people disinte- 
grating under the dole system, are 
only saying we think a plan which 
provides for work is the better of 
the two.” 

Four new members were chosen 
for the Diocesan Council. They are: 
the Rev. Roy S. Rawson of St. Ste- 
phan’s House; Louis B. Woodward 
of the Church of the Ascension; 
William H. Hoffman of All Saints 
Church, and E. B. Conant of St. 
Paul’s Church in Overland. Dep- 
uties elected to the Provincial Syn- 
od were: Dr. Karl M. Block, the 
Rev. David Coombs, the Rev. Rob- 
ert Batchelder, A. J. Wallace Wat- 
ling, Irvin Mattick, John D’Arcy 
and Hall Harrison.

MRS. ROOSEVELT SAYS WOMEN 
WANT U. S. IN WORLD COURT 


“We Seem So Cautious in This,” 
She Declares, “As a Rule Risk 
Appeals to Us.” 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt last night ad- 
dressed a thousand women who had 
been asking Senators all day for 
speedy enactment of the resolu- 
tion for World Court adherence. 
Beside her sat Carrie Chatman 
Catt, who had made a personal 


plea to Majority Leader Robinson: 
“Could we please have a vote this 
week ?” 

“I hope, and I think a majority 
of women in the country hope, that 
we will join the World Court,” said 
Mrs. Roosevelt at the conference 
on Cause and Cure of War. “I 
know the arguments against it, and 
some of them are good arguments. 
But this is a gesture which we can 
make at present to the world. We 
are in so little danger of being en- 
tangled we can afford to take tHe 
risk. We seem so cautious in this 
—as a rule risk appeals to us— 
Americans like to do the adven- 
turous thing. To adventure in a 
gesture for peace makes an ap- 
peal to the women of the country.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt said this country 
had been learning that greed al- 
ways. has had a great deal to do 
with war, and said “a gentleman in 
our midst’ (Senator Nye heading 
the munitions investigation) had 
been helping teach that lesson. 

“One thing to do to prevent war 
is to make it unprofitable for any- 
one when war occurs!” said Mrs. 
Roosevelt, adding: “It never was 
profitable. for the man in the 
trenches,” 


MEDIEVAL TAPESTRY ADDED 
TO ART MUSEUM EXHIBITION 


Fragment, Earliest Example in Col- 
lection, Was Woven in Late 
14th Century. 


The current exhibition of medieval 
tapestries at City Art Museum in 
Forest Park was enlarged today by 
the addition of a fragment woven 
in the last quarter of the fourteenth 


century, of special interest because 
it is the earliest example in the col- 
lection. 

The fragment, about five by eight 
feet, has a repeating armorial de- 
sign showing the heraldic emblems 
of the families of Turenne, Beau- 
fort and Comminges. One of the 
coats-of-arms is that of Guillaume 
Roger de Beaufort, Viscount of Tu- 
renne, who died in 1396. His wife 
was Eleanor of Comminges, and one 
of the coats-of-arms combining em- 
blems of the two families probably 
commemorates their marriage. 

With other tapestries in the col- 
lection the fragment will remain 
on view in Gallery 8 until Feb. 4,

When all Chi- 
cago tracks, 
with a single 
secondary ex- 
ception, report- 
ed red ink, it 
takes courage 
to buy a racing HARDING 
plant for $2,000,000. But that hap- 
pened the other day, when John 
P. Harding, a Chicago chain res- 
taurant owner, took a chance and 
bought Washington Park. 

It takes courage to guarantee 
$100,000 for a single race, before 
your race track is built—but 
Santa Anita did that.

Buying Into Trouble. 


UYING race tracks is a pre- 

carious business, if you are 
looking for a permanent invest- 
ment. Ask Col. Matt Winn, who 
sold Washington Park to Mr. 
Harding. Winn has owned a lot 
of race tracks in his day—one of 
them was Fairmount, and, one 
way or another, all have caused 
him a lot of grief, although mak- 
ing a very handsome living and 
a distinguished career for the 
colonel. 

Fairmount was only one track 
that pancaked under Col. Winn. A 
few years ago, under the name of 
Association, 
Winn and associates acquired 
control of several tracks. The 
stock quotation of the A. T. A. 
today is hardly likely to cause 
investors to smile pleasantly. 

Gentlemen who promote _ race 
tracks for sport only are satisfied 
if the tracks are self-sustaining, 
without looking for a profit. Un- 
til last year the large race tracks 
of New York were battling with 
annual deficits. In 1934 the splen- 
did Arlington Downs of Chicago- 
go, which avowedly operates on 
a non-profit basis, was reported 
to have gone into the red. 

* + « 


That $100,000 Derby. 
R. HARDING wanted a 
race track for pleasure 
only; he certainly bought one 
with plenty of tradition—at least 
as far as name goes. 

Old Washington Park was the 
home of the greatest of derby 
classics run last century and the 
earlier years of the present one— 
the original American Derby. In 
those days the Kentucky Derby 
was a second rater. 

All the great’ three-year-olds 
ran in the American which, as 
early as 1893, paid the winner 
(Boundless) more than $49,000. 
Volante, Emperor of Norfolk, 
Spokane, Strathmeath, Rey El, 
Santa Anita, The Picket, High- 
ball and other famous _ horses 
were winners of this event, which 
was over the full derby route of 
one and one-half miles. In 1903 
“iron horse” Claude, winner of 


-the St. Louis Derby, ran second, 


narrowly missing his fifth derby 
victory. 
* + * 
From 1904 to 1906 Washington 
Park ceased to operate. The track 


was cut inte~building lots and it 
was not until 1926 that the pres- 
ent track at Homewood was 
launched under the name Wash- 
ington Park and the American 
Derby revived with $100,000 
added money. 

Bradley’s Boot to Boot won this 
first revival, but the payment of 
the winner’s share was held up 
for some days until the track pro- 
moters could raise the necessary 
funds. Then a check for $89,000 
eventually was mailed to the own- 
er of Boot to Boot. 

Since 1927 the race has been 
run at one and one-quarter miles 
and, like the Kentucky Derby, it 
no longer is a true derby test.

Braves ‘‘Low Down.” 


HE mystery .of the Boston 

Braves still interests the base- 
ball public. Word received by 
this writer from one in close 
touch with the Boston National 
League club situation, is as fol- 
lows: 

“There is absolutely no dog 
connection with the Braves at 
present. They tried to sell their 
lease on Braves Field to the dog 
racing people; but, failing to get 
Fenway Park and being flatly 
told by the National League that 
they could not play at the spot 
where dog race betting was held, 
they had to give it up and must 
make readjustment and _ settle- 
ment with the landlord, the Com- 
monwealth Trust Co., stock in 
which is controlled by Mrs. James 
Gaffney, former owner of the 
Braves. 

“There is no chance of a new 
ownership at present; but Fuchs 
is a marvel at digging up fresh 
backing. Charles F. Adams is not 
interested in any race track. He is 
not looking for control of the 
Braves and would like to get his 
heavy investment out of the club. 

“The main trouble with the 
Braves has been finances. [If 
Fuchs can help himself some, be- 
lieve the league would come to his 
rescue for a time at least.”

It is an open-and-shut thing that 
the league will advance the $11,000 
needed to retain the lease for 
baseball, if Fuchs can’t dig up the 
cash.

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 23.—Twenty 
Grand, known hereabouts as the 
rain maker, is going to make his 
seventh attempt at getting into a 
race.

On six previous occasions the 
seven-year-old son of St. Germans, 
‘was named to start in a race so- 
cially referred to as his debut after 
more than two years’ absence from 
the racing courses. 

But the last four times it rained 
copiously. Twice previously he had 
been scratched for other reasons. 

What Trainer William Brennan 
wants most is a small field and a 
fast track, to give the big thor- 
oughbred all the opportunity to 
show what he has. Nominations do 
not close for the event until tonight 
with the possibility that others of 
the leading nominees for the $100,- 
000 handicap of Feb. 23 will be en- 
tered in the seven furlongs race. 

Equipoise might be among these, 
although there were some who felt 
his limp after Monday’s workout 
was rather pronounced. He is both- 
ered much as is Twenty Grand in 
that he develops a “dickey” in one 
of his legs after a workout, but 
usually walks out of it. 


Anita Meet Is Prolonged. 
By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 23.—Racing 
plans of Agua Caliente, Mexico, 
were dealt a severe and perhaps 
fatal blow by the California Horse 
Racing Board yesterday when it 
awarded dates to Santa Anita Park, 
Bay Meadows and Tanforan in di- 
rect conflict to the advertised pro- 
gram. from Feb. 24 to March 31 of 
the Baja California resort. 

Over the protests of San Diego, 
Cal., and the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club, the current Santa Anita meet- 
ing was prolonged two weeks to 
March 9. Bay Meadows was or- 
dered to open its spring meeting 
within a week from that time for 
30 days’ duration, with Tanforan 
following. 

The schedule would complete the 
150 days of racing in the State 
the commission had promised East- 
ern thoroughbred owners last Au- 
gust. ‘ 

Lou Anger, general manager of 
the below-the-border track, said he 
was not prepared to state immedi- 
ately whether Agua Caliente would 
attempt to go ahead with its pro- 
posed meeting. 

Charles Strub, general manager 
of Santa Anita, said the minimum 
purse price for the additional two 
weeks would be raised from $800 
to $1000 with an additional offer- 
ing either of a $10,000 event or two 


$5000 stakes.

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 23—Hank Mac- 
Tavish, a three-year-old colt which 
had shown little in the way of rac- 
ing ability in six previous starts, 
furnished one of the biggest upsets 
of the 1935 racing yesterday when 
he scored a close decision in the 
fourth race at Hialeah Park. 

Ridden by Cal Rainey, the son of 
Monk’s Way, winner of only one 
other race and that in the role of 
a favorite at Latonia last June, 
stepped across the finish line a 
head in front of the Starmount 
Stable’s Brindle to pay $301.10 for 
a $2 win ticket, the longest odds 
of the year. The mutuels depart- 
ment reported that $103 was 
wagered on the colt, $79 of it to

Pittsburgh U. Pays $108,600 


? 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Over a 
period of hectic athletic years, it 
has been the habit in collegiate cir- 
cles to classify the Pitt Stadium 
either as a financial “white ele- 
phant” or simply a monumental re- 
minder of the “golden era” of 
American football. 

On the word of the man who 
should know most about it, W. Don 
Harrison, director of athletics at the 
University of Pittsburgh, it is neith- 
er. But he reveals that $108,600 is 
needed annually to pay the interest 
on the Stadium bonds and that the 
scope of the university athletic pro- 
gram is consequently limited. 

“In the first place,” Harrison ex- 
plains, “the Pitt Stadium is an in- 
tegral part of the educational fa- 
cilities of the University of Pitts- 
burgh. Not only that, but it is the 
Support of all the undergraduate 
athletic training, a program involv- 
ing the physical well-being of hun- 
dreds aside from the varsity foot- 
ball squad. 

“The stadium is not controlled by 
banks—an illusion which grew out 
of the supposition that it was too 
much for us to handle. The fact 

> 
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Annually on Its Stadium Bonds 


is that the bonds are held by 1647 
individuals, estates, corporations 
and banks. Thirty-two banks in the 
Pittsburgh district hold only $290,- 
000 of the total of $1,810,000. The 


largest single bank holding is $50,- 
000. Only four banks of the 32 hold 
in excess of $10,000 each. 

“The rest are in the hands of the 
people. The bonds are one of the 
best investments in the Pittsburgh 
district. They have survived the 
panic without default of the 6 per 
cent interest. The stadium has nev- 
er been refinanced to obtain a low- 
er interest charge, the university 
trustees considering that the obli- 
gation to maintain the rate is a 
moral one.” 

It is because of this obligation, 
Harrison points out, that he and the 
Athletic Council have declined to 
permit the broadcasting of football 
games, 

“We cannot give our football 
games away over the air,” he says. 
“We naturally need and want the 
biggest crowds possible. Broad- 
casting would cut attendance, par- 
ticularly in bad weather. Anything

St. Louis Legislator’s Measure 
Creates New Office of 
Election Supervisor. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23. — 


Permanent registration of voters in }. 


St. Louis is provided in a bill intro- 
duced in the House today by Rep- 
resentative Walsh of St. Louis. The 
measure was sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters and the 


Young Men’s Division of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The bill provides for an Election 
Board of four members, the same 
number as at present, and a super- 
visor of elections, a new officer. The 
supervisor is to have direct charge 
of registrations and elections and 
will have the power to appoint 11 
assistants and two judges and two 
clerks in each of the 669 voting 
precincts. 

Under the bill, registration would 
be held throughout the year at the 
office of the Election Board but 
registration for any specific elec- 
tion would close on Saturday of 
the fourth week preceding that elec- 
tion. Once registered, the voter 
would not be required to re-register 
unless he moved. 

It is also provided that the su- 
pervisor shall make a census of all 
persons over 19 years of age every 
two years, to be used in checking 
the registration lists. 

The bill also provides that if a 
voter fails to vote for four consecu- 
tive years his registration shall be 
canceled. 

Regulations for the conduct of 
elections are also contained in the 
measure. They are largely similar 
to present laws.

FTER the three big holidays—Thanks- 
Soho Christmas and New Year’s — 

have taken their toll from the jelly cup- 
board, we are apt, like modern Mother Hub- 
bards, to find our cupboard almost, if not 
quite bare. Yet there are six full months 
before September comes again with its 
annual rites of jelly making. 

All through the summer and fall we enjoy 
an abundance of fresh fruit without too 
much thought of the wintry morrow when 
it will be neither so plentiful nor so cheap, 


But now we miss the variety that fresh 
fruits in abundance give to our menus. So 
it is with pleasure that we pass on to you 
the results of our recent experiments with 
canned and bottled fruit juices plus the aid 
of commercial fruit pectin. We depend upon 
jellies for many practical uses as garnishes, 
spreads, flavorings, desserts and the like. 
To be without them would put us at a dis- 
advantage. 

Our recipes utilize many of the canned 
and bottled fruit juices which modern sciénce 
has made available in convenient form and 
which are generally procurable at your 
neighborhood grocers. Whether you use 
this commercial fruit juices or your own 
extracted last summer from your fruit sup- 
ply and poured into sterilized jars and 
sealed for later use, there is a variety of 
jellies that you can make in mid-winter 
with gratifying results. 

Grape jelly stands high in popularity for 
its flavor. This particular grape-juice jelly 
has also a spiciness which makes it a de- 
lightful accompaniment to bland-flavored 
meats, and a tempting spread. 


Spiced Grape Jelly. 
Two cups grape juice, bottled. 
One-fourth cup sweet cider, 
One-half teaspoon cloves. 
One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 
Four cups granulated sugar. 
One-half cup commercial pectin. 
Measure juices, spices and sugar into large

saucepan, 
full boil. Add pectin at once, stirring con- 
stantly. Bring to a full boil for one-half 
minute. Remove from fire, skim, pour 
quickly. Cover immediately with a very thin 
layer of paraffin; then when jelly is cooled, 
pour on a second layer, rolling glasses to 
seal edges thoroughly. This makes five 
eight-ounce glasses. 

You will enjoy the delicate flavor of red 
spiced jelly when served with venison, veal, 
pork, poultry and game dishes. Its vivid, 
sparkling color ig especially tempting to 
the eye. 


Red Spiced Jelly. 


One and one-fourth cups cider, 

One-half cup apple vinegar. 

Two three-inch sticks cinnamon. 

One tablespoon whole cloves, 

Two teaspoons whole allspice. 

Three and one-fourth cups granulated 
sugar. 

Red vegetable coloring. 

One-half cup commercial pectin. 

Measure cider, vinegar and spices jnto 
large saucepan. Bring quickly to a il. 


warm place for 10 minutes, 


Measure sugar into saucepan with liquid 
and spices. Place over hottest fire, and 
while mixture is coming to a boil add red 
coloring to give desired shade. As soon as 
mixture boils add bottled pectin, stirring 
constantly. Bring to full rolling boil and 
boil hard for one-half minute. Remove 
from fire, skim, strain to remove spices and 
pour into glasses. Cover immediately with 
a very thin layer of paraffin; then when 
jelly is cooled, pour on a second layer, roll¢ 
ing glasses to seal edges thoroughly. This 
makes four eight-ounce glasses, 

When you make a plain layer cake and 
you want a hurry-up filling for it, spread 
orange-juice jelly between the layers and 
top with orange frosting. This jelly is 
equally satisfactory for dainty tarts and 
with thin buttered toast at the afternoon tea 


party. 
Orange-Juice Jelly. 
One cup orange juice canned. 


Two cups granulated sugar. 
One-half cup commercial pectin. 


One-half cup lemon juice fresh. 

Measure juices and sugar together into 
large saucepan. Bring to a boil over hot 
fire. Add pectin at once stirring constant- 
ly. Then bring to a full boil for one-half 
minute. Remove from fire skim and pour 
quickly. Cover immediately with a very 
thin layer of paraffin; then when jelly is 
cooled pour on a second layer rolling glasses 
to seal edges thoroughly. This makes about 
three eight-ounce glasses. 

Grapefruit jelly may have the same inter- 
esting uses in the menu and in addition 
bits of it make an appropriate garnish for 
fruit cups and salads. You will find it as 
flavorful with chicken and sweet potatoes. 


Grapefruit Jelly. 


One cup grapefruit juice canned. 

One-half cup cider. 

Two cups granulated sugar, 

One-half cup commercial pectin. 

Measure juices and sugar into large sauce- 
pan. Bring to boil then add pectin stirring 
constantly. Bring to full boil and boil hard 
for one-half minute. Remove from fire 
skim and pour into glasses. Cover imme- 
diately with a very thin layer of paraffin; 
then when jelly is cooled pour on a second 
layer rolling glasses to seal edges thorough- 
ly. This makes about two eight-ounce 
glasses, 

Strawberry juice blackberry juice or red 
raspberry juice may be substituted for 
loganberry juice in this recipe to make a 
variety of other berry jellies. These jellies 
give the desirable color and fruit flavor to 
an old-fashioned roll that makes of it an 
extraordinarily delicious jelly roll. Plain or 
mixed with chopped nuts they provide fla- 
vorsome colorful and quick fillings for plain 
layer cake or spicy cake. When added to 
whipped cream and served over a cottage 
pudding or hot gingerbread or as a filling 
for cream puffs their color is extremely at- 
tractive and the flavor is excellent, 


Loganberry Jelly. 


Two cups loganberry juice bottled. 

Three and three-fourths cups granulated 
sugar. 

One-half cup commercial pectin. 

Measure juice and sugar together into 
large saucepan. Bring to boil over hottest 
fire. Add commercial pectin stirring con- 
stantly. Bring to full boil for one-half 
minute. Remove from fire, skim and pour 
into glasses, Cover immediately with a very 
thin layer of paraffin; then when jelly is 
cooled pour on a second layer rolling glasses 
to seal edges thoroughly. This makes about 
three eight-ounce glasses, 

Serve tomato juice jelly with the break- 
fast omelet, French toast or with virtually 
any meat dish, and the delightful flavor 
combination will be pleasing. 


Tomato Juice Jelly. 

One and three-fourths cups tomato juice, 
canned. 

One-half cup lemon fuice, fresh. 

One-half cup grapefruit juice, fresh. 

Four cups granulated sugar. 

One cup commercial pectin. 

Measure juices and sugar into large sauce- 
pan. Bring to boil-over hottest fire. Add 
pectin, stirring constantly, and bring to full 
boil. Boil hard for two minutes. Remove 
from fire, skim and pour fnto glasses. Cover 
immediately with a very thin layer of paraf- 
fin; then when jelly is cooled, pour on a 
second layer, rolling glasses to seal edges 
thoroughly. This makes about five eight- 
ounce giasses.

HE new series of Philippine 
T stamps will be released in 
Manila Feb. 15, and first day 
covers will be handled. A complete 
description of the stamps follows: 
Two centavo maroon portrays 
Rizal, four centavo green, woman 
and a carabao; six centavo brown, 
a Filipino girl; eight centavo pur- 
ple, natives pearl fishing; 10 cen- 
tavo red, Fort Santiago; 12.cen- 
tavo black, Salinas Salt Springs; 
16 centavo blue, Magellan landing; 
20 centavo olive, Jaun de La Cruz; 
26 centavo blue, rice terraces; 30 
centavo red, signing of the Blood 
Compact; one peso orange and 
black, the Barasoain Church; two 
peso, brown and black, the Battle 
of Manila Bay; four peso, blue and 
black, Montalban Gorge, and five 
peso, green and biack, General 
Washington on a white horse. 
There will also be a set off “O. 
B.” (Official Business) overprints. 
The overprints will be on the two 
centavo, four centavo, six centavo, 
eight centavo, 10 centavo, 12 cen- 
tavo, 16 centavo, 20 centavo, 26 
centavo and 30 centavo. 
The Philippine Trade Commis- 
sioner at Washington will sell the 
above stamps at face value. None 
of the centavo values will be sold 
singly, but must be bought as a 
unit. The peso values will be sold 
separately.

Each Individual, However, 
Must Be Treated Accord 
ing to Diagnosis.

OST PATIENTS with diabetes 
M can be treated quite satisfac- 
torily with diet alone. Exactly 
what that diet should be can only be 
decided by a physician. This is not 
said just to boost the fortunes of 
the medical profession, a plot of 
which we are often accused when 
we make such a recommendation, 
but because it is true and sensible. 
Each diabetic varies from every, 
other one somewhat, the main va< 
riation being in the amount of 
starch he can consume. So that it 
will not do for Mr. Robinson to ga 
on the diet the doctor prescribed 
for his neighbor, Mrs. Johnson. He 
may be doing himself an injustice: 
He may be able to eat a good deal 
more than she can. Also he may, 
be doing himself harm: Because 
he may be unable to eat nearly as 
much as she does. 

These situations arise, as I know 
from my correspondence, and more 
today than ever, because people use 
the word “diabetes” in polite society 
now without any feeling of embar- 
rassment. There was a time when 
it was taboo, either in ordinary, 
conversation or in newspapers. That 
taboo has very sensbily been given 


is some sort of a dark disgrace, a se- 
cret to be hidden in the recesses of 
the mind. It is no more a disgrace 
than baldness or the necessity of 
wearing glasses, and people talk 
about it and so find out what the 
doctor is prescribing for their fel- 
low victims. That .one doctor is 
advising a certain course for a cer- 
tain case, which is entirely differe 
ent from what your doctor is pre¢ 
scribing for you is perfectly nate 
ural and in accord with the char 
acter of the disease. 

An idea that is frequently neces 
sary to instill into a diabetic’s con» 
sciousness is that adherence to diet 
will improve his condition. Diabetes 
is, in most instances, a painless 
disease, and pain is the symptom 
which causes most people to take 
care of themselves. If the diabetic 
will keep within his glucose tolers 
ance, he will find that his tolerance 
will increase, and he can eat more 
and hence be more comfortable, 
And that is another reason for 
periodical visits to the doctor—to 
find out whether tolerence has in- 
creased or not, 

Besides that, the continuation of 
the condition of excess sugar in the 
blood is liable to bring on the come 
plications of diabetes, and as these 
include cataract, causing partial 
blindness, and gangrene of the toes, 
abscesses in the skin, and coma, it 
seems the part of common sense to 
stick to the dietary restrictions laid 
down. 

What those restrictions are, can< 
not be put down as a blanket rule, 
When the tolerance is determined, 
the patient can, with the aid of 
manuals written for him, decide 
upon a set of menus, which in all 
cases, can be sufficiently varied to 
meet any reasonable desires. There 
are many of these manuals, such ag 
those of Joslin, John, Wilder, Mc- 
Henry and Cooper, and the useful 
“Diabetic’s Own Cook Book” of Mrs, 
Lyons. Most book stores keep a4 
good stock of them. 

A few dietary rules, however, ap- 
ply to all diabetics. They should not 
eat substances which are quickly 
converted into glucose and hence 
overwhelm the system. Such sub- 
stances are the simple sugars. Table 
sugar should always be avoided, as 
should candy and sweet desserts, 
Most fruits contain too much sugar 
for the ordinary case—especially 
apples, oranges and grapes. Ak
